THE PLANET A KT SYSTEM. 



Astronomical Iiiierrst In the 
Perihilion ot Saturn. 



Nearly a whole century will pass away 
before the planet Saturn will again be 
aeen under conditions as favorable as he 
presents to tho astronomers this month. 
He reaches perihelion or his nearest point, 
to the sun on the 21st inst. at 7 »• m. It 
is twunty-nino and a half years since the 
Bun and tho planet which is second in size 
to him approached so near to each other. 
Meantime Saturn has travelled more than 
five thousand million miles in^makitig his 
vast circuit around the sun, and now 
looks the groat luminary in tho faco from 
a standpoint 100,000,000 miles nearer 
than when fifteen yeers ayo ho passed ap- 
helion, or his most distant point from the 
sun. The approaching perihilion of Sat- 
urn iB an important astronomical evunt, 
and has been anticipated for years with 
eager interest. It will bo a Hold day with 
astronomers, who will eagerly improve 
the raro occasion in searching for new 
satellites, in seeking to lind out what 
Saturn's rings are made of and in tracing 
the shadowy belts on tho planet's disc. 
When in perihilion, Saturn's rings aro 
open to their widest extent. 'Instead of 
being dull and murky, he shines with a 
soft and rerene light. The planet rises 
in the northeast, shortly after 9 o'clock, 
and will rise about four minutes earlier 
every evening, until the end of the month, 
when his beaming faco will bo visible soon 
aftoi 8 o'clock. When it is remembered 
that n generation of men lives and dies in 
one Saturniau year, our earth with her 
moon appears all the moro insufficient in 
comparison with the magnificent Saturn, 
with his rings, moons and bults. We 
may, however, find consolation fur our 
littloness in the thought that the earth is 
in her perfection of development, while 
the primoval fires of Saturn still burn. 
When animate life reigns on Saturn, 
the earth, according to the law of decay, 
will be a dead world, cooled down to the 
condition of the moon, where life and 
mqisture are unknown. But millions of 
ypars lyill bo required to effect these 
pljangps. Venus io an evening star this 
month, and easily wind tho second place 
in the October list of planetary notables. 
She grows moro beautiful all tho time as 
ahp recedes from the sun, her increasing 
distance being now plainly perceptible in 
the longer timo she remains above the 
horizon after his departure. When the 
month closes sho will set two hours and 
a quarter after tunsot. Venus is in aphe- 
lion on tho Kith instant at 10 o'clock in 
the evening. Mars is an evening star 
and varies little in his time of rising dur- 
ing tho month, which ia about half an 
hour after midnight. He may be found 
at tho close of the month a little way 
northeast of Regulus, and is visible as a 
Bmall red star. Jupiter is a morning scar. 
He is too near tho sun to bo of much con- 
sequence at present, but is making his 
way rapidly to visibility, and when the 
month closes ho will rise more than thr*>e 
hours before tho sun. He is in conjunc- 
tion with Beta Virginia on the 21st inst. 
at 2 o'clock in the afternoon. Mercury ia 
a morning star until the 10th inst., and 
then an evening star. The monotonous 
course of Uranus will bo enlivenod by a 
meeting with Mercury on tho 15th inst. 
Neptune is a morning star. He rose on 
the 1st at 7:30 o'clock in tho evening. 
On tho 31st he will rise about 5:30 o'clock. 
The October moon falls on tho 23d, lit 4h. 
22m. p. m. There was a very close con- 
junction, or an appulse, between the 
moon and Uranus on the 7th, at Oh. 56m. 
a, m., tho moon being only 6' north of 
the planet. Sho wan in conjunction with 
Venus on the 11th. On the 25th, at 8h. 
58m. a. m., she is at tho nearest point to 
Neptune, Sho is in conjunction with Sat- 
urn a second time on tho 28th, and with 
itars on theoj.st. Tho above calculatjong 
are bailed on Washington time.

An English Soldier's Diary-- 
The Holiest Spot on Earth. 

(London Standard.) 

August G. — I am a seasoned vessel 
b ythis lime, ond not likely to cry out 
about trifles, but anything like the 
heat as I was coining down the harbor 
in a boat between 8 and 9 A. II. I have 
not experinced in Suakim. There was 
not a breath of wind, and one felt, un- 
der an umbrella, just us if in front of 
an enormous furnace, everything wau 
burning to the touch. 

August 7, 1 P. it. — No words in the 
English or any other language can do 
justice to the terrific heat of this most 
overpowering day. I have just come 
down the creek from town in a boat. I 
bolted off tho pier across the parade 
into my tent, and positively the ukin 
o:i my face was cracking with the re- 
fraction from the groun'l and my 
ciotlies are literally scorching my flesh 
The sun, through a thick, double um- 
brella, made my back feel more un- 
pleasant than if standing in front of 
the hottest kitchen Lire; but it is no use 
trying to convey any idea of the real- 
ity; there is hardly a breath of air; the 
thermometer under a double roof in a 
draught marked 111 degrees. Pray 
heaven the heat does not increase, or 
existence will become a problem in- 
deed. Yesterday was scorcher, but to 
day took the shine for direct sun fury 
off all yet. 

August 8, 7 a. M. — But all vet was 
child's play to last night. Imagine be 
ing in a close room at the back of fur 
nace, with occasional jets of half-con- 
densed steam turned on; that's some 
thing like it. 

8. p, M. — Beginning to be rather ex- 
hausted and done; yesterday and last 
night have satisfied a salamander.

LORD SALIlWUltY AT NEW POUT. 

American newspapers with telegraphic 
synapses of Lurtl Salisbury 'a groat speech 
at Newport have begun to conio to hand. 
The Newport convention attracted all tlio 
lights of the party. The speech is pro- 
nounced one of tho ablest efforts of mod- 
ern times. It is not characterized by any 
of tho catch cries which used to bo em- 
ployed by both Mr. Gladstone and tho 
late Lord Beaconalield, but it is a clear 
and incisive treatment of the prominent 
questions of the day. There is no am- 
biguity; no room for doubt. The pre- 
mier lias taken tho electors into his entire 
conGdonce, and whether the thousands 
who read his utterances throughout tho 
length and breadth of tho kingdom agree 
with him or disagree, they must all admit 
that he furnishes abundant food for sori- 
OU8 thought. Lord Salisbury spoke for 
two hours, and every word hissed hot 
from the mintage of his brain. Ho sel- 
dom referred to his notes, and he em- 
ployed no graces of oratory or of gesturo 
to assist an understanding of his meaning, 
but his dusperate earnestness impressed 
itself upon every listener. Ilia rugged 
manner emphasized his words and every 
point was iterated and hammered in with 
pertinacity. Jiu commenced by thanking 
tho conservative union for exposing tho 
true nature of the gaudy promises of the 
seductive programme) ot tho liberals, and 
he. urged all tlio members of the union to 
put forth their best efforts on behalf of 
the groat conservative principles, which, 
he said, were growing and would continuo 
to grow and expand into tho glorious fu- 
ture. His utterances with reference to 
tho Rouiuolian revolution were clear and 
unmistakable. He said it was no part of 
the duty of British statesmen to interfere 
in the affiirs of eastern Roumelia. The 
treaty of Borlm, he contended, had not 
been frustrated, nor had the San Stefauo 
treaty been restored. The policy of the 
government, he said, was to uphold the 
Turkish empire, and, wherever it is pos- 
sible to do so genuinely and heartily, to 
uphold, cherish and foster self sustained 
nationalities, whose existence has an im- 
portant bearing upon the future of Eu- 
rope. Ho hat hopes that the powers will 
be able to coiifino the disturbance within 
tho limits uf lloumelian territory. The 
expansive feelings find aspirations for 
larger liberties which provoked the revolt 
were consequences of, rather than opposed 
to, the tretily of Berlin; for Russian in- 
fluence would have cheeked tho political 
growth of Roumelia if that country had 
been united with Bulgaria in 1878. In 
referring to the subject of local self- 
government lie wasted no words in an at- 
tempt to win a passing friendship, but he 
outlined a sound, workable scheme, which, 
he said, would be greatly to the advantage 
of tho middle class ratepayers. He fa- 
vored great changes in thu existing meas- 
ures. To decentralize the authority in 
London was an indispensable part of tho 
conservative government's policy. Those 
having wealth should assist in contribut- 
ing to the expenses of the country, nor 
Bhould tho burden be entirely borne 
by thoao having house ; and lands. 
When ho came lo apply his principles to 
Ireland there was an outburst of cheers, 
and then, as he unfolded his plans, ho was 
listened to with the most earnest atten- 
tion. He said the extension of local self- 
government to Ireland might give more 
facility to the majority to do injustice to 
the minority . Conservat ive traditions, he 
said, were clear on this subject. He re- 
garded tho integrity of the empire above 
all othor political considerations. To 
what extent self-government in one sense 
should bo extended to Ireland was an 
open question, but it is desirable as far as 
possible to give thu sister isle the same 
benefits as are enjoyed by the rest of the 
United Kingdom. There had been many 
erroneous statements made about agrarian 
crimes in Ireland. The government had 
received returns showing that general 
crime in that country had decreased, and 
boycotting, which undoubtedly existed in 
some districts, was amenable t.c; the ordin- 
ary law of the laud.- Tliis law would be 
sternly enforced. Thirty live prosecutions, 
he said, had already been commenced, 
and they would be continued to the end. 
In connection with self-government and 
1 growing out of it, ho said hi; favored the 
Imperial federation movement, but his 
plans in regard to that question had not 
yet been tangibly shaped. He believed 
in a closer union between the Mother 
Country and her colonies, with a view of 
strengthening the whole empire and im- 
pressing the real strength of the nation 
upon the councils of Europe. Ho then 
made a stirring reference to the devotion 
of the colonies, which sent the volunteers 
from far-distant Australia ami the toyag- 
r.ur.i from the Atlantis and Pacific bound 
Dominion of Canada. These allusions to 
the loyalty of the colonies were received 
with enthusiastic cheers. The question 
of Imperial federation, continued the 
premier, while not demanding immediate 
attention, was one of the most important 
questions of the future. The most excit- 
ing episoleof the day was when Lord 
Salisbury dissected Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain's radical platform. Ho 
raado a tierce attack upon the political 
iconoclast of Birmingham. He sneered 
at that gentleman's pet measures of free 
education and die compulsory purchase of 
land. The Brat of these, he said, was an 
attempt to abolish religion and destroy 
the church, ihe state and the schools. 
The other measure, ho declared, was a 
moat ingenious and carefully evolved 
scheme to effect liberal domination with 
its attendant corruption. At this point 
the whole audience roso and exhibited the 
wildest enthusiasm. Hats were thrown 
intu the air and st icks and handkerchiefs 
were wildly waved and round after round 
of cheers rang through tho building for 
several minutes . Tho reception that Lord 
Salisbury was accorded was of Ihe most 
satisfactory kind, and his speech is re- 
garded by his party as a most emphatic 
success.

Some one about the head- 
quarters had caused to be strung across 
in lursje form a bloody shirt with the in- 
scription "New North — New South," "A 
new deal tho last of the bloody shirt." It 
is stated that a grand army of tho repub- 
licans called and gave the commissioners 
half an hour to iiavo thu shirt taken 
down, which was being done when a man 
from the republican headquarters grabbed 
the garment, and after shaking it with 
kerosene ret urned and burned the shirt in 
front of the democratic headquarters. A 
crowd of several hundred gathered amid 
greatest excitement. The counsel of 
cooler heads prevailed, and after much 
loud talk and threats tho crowd dispersed. 
It caused poople to leave their business, 
while many locked their doors. Tho re- 
publicans denounce it as an insult, and 
both sides are condemned by better citi 
zens for participating in a move which in 
present political fover heat might have 
led to groat loss of life and properly.

— A Washington 
special says: A few days ago a dispatch 
from Berlin announced that many Ger- 
man-Americans having been lately mo- 
lested by that government and pressed 
into military service, Minister Pendleton 
was taking steps to save them from such 
annoyance hereafter. If that meant any- 
thing, it could only bo construed as mean- 
ing that our minister is attempting either 
to negotiate a new treaty aa to tho status 
of German American citizens in Germany 
or to amend tho Bancroft treaty. Fears 
have boon expressed by dome German- 
Americans that our government might 
take steps involving the abrogation of the 
Bancroft treaty and thus remove the only 
safeguard under which a large cla83 of 
German-Americans can visit their father- 
land. An inquiry was made of First 
Assistant Secretary of State Porter, who 
is in charge of diplomatic affairs, about 
the matter. Mr. Porter said there had 
been many complaints of the inefficiency 
of the Bancroft treaty in protecting Gor- 
man- American citizens in their old homo, 
but this -povernment had taken no steps 
to negotiate with the Gnrman government 
in regard to the matter. Mr. Porter also 
stated that we could hardly ask the Ger- 
man government to forbear punishing 
Germans who have obtained citizenship 
here for the violation of the laws of that 
country. 

WASHINGTON. 

Washington, Oct. 10 — The secretary 
of the treasury has requested the resigna- 
tion of Hon. Benj, H. Davis, deputy fourth 
auditor of tho treasury, and has selected 
his successor, but his name is withheld 
for the present. The request for Davis' 
resignation was made over a week ago, 
but has not boon complied with. It is 
said at the treasury department that 
changes will be made gradually among 
officers of a similar grade. 

A report has been received by tho sec- 
retary of state from Consul Charles Sey- 
mour, at, Canton, China, enclosing pam- 
phlets issued by Shanghai and Hankow 
commissioners, describing tho persecution 
of Christiana in China. Mr. Seymour 
says the material in tho pamphlets is 
from American, English and German mis- 
sionaries, ana is published with tho pur- 
pose of disseminating information that 
may lead to butler provisiun being made 
by tho western powers for protecting tho 
native Christians from persecution in 
China. "The subject, ' ho 'continues, "is 
one of importance, and although such per- 
secution is clearly forbidden by treaty 
stipulation, tliero seems to bo no pre- 
scribed manlier for enforcing prohibition 
or collecting indemnity for losses sus- 
tained by its violation. 1 have tried to 
avoid troubling the department with the 
details of many cases of trouble in which 
missionaries from the United States and 
Europe and native converts and CO-work- 
or3 and native preachers and helpers have 
boon involved in this most turbulent. con- 
sular district, but I have labored faithful- 
ly and somewhat successfully in getting 
difficulties adjusted as fairly and quietly 
as possible. 4 he persecution of which 
the missionaries complain comprises rob- 
bery or destruction of chapels, robberies, 
beating, blackmailing and boycotting of 
native Christians, often with the encour- 
agement of tho local authorities, and the 
refusal of the authorities to punish offend- 
ers, protect Christian? or take measures 
to seek restitution. It, is not intended to' 
leave the impression that the Chinese au- 
thorities have in every case been willing 
to deal unjustly with the native Chris- 
tians; on tho contrary, not infrequently 
aid by local officials in suppressing out- 
breaks is heartily given." 

MEXICO. 
City of Mexico, Oct. IS. — The preti- 
detU has granted full pardon to all politi- 
cal prisoners except Editor Chevari, of 
the Monitor Republicano, and Editor 
Oarillo Qorreo del Lunez. The prisoners 
pardoned include a number of newspaper 
editors and btudenta. This action is hail- 
ed with great satisfaction by ihe people. 
Gonz dos newspapers are now cordially 
supporting the administration and the 
hopes of the church party that the liberal 
party would go to pieces will not be re- 
alized.

W. Cumyow, appeared yesterday after- 
noon in answer to hia bail, charged, under 
information laid by Mr. E. M, Johnson, 
with intent to defraud 

Mr. Johnson wished tn rcservo the 
right of supplementing the evidence for 
the proaocution. 'Hub was nllowed in the 
case of one witness, Ling Sain. 

Mr. T. Davie called, for the defence, 
Dong Tai, a representative of the firm of 
Tai Soong & Co., who deposed that he 
did not know of Ins own knowledge who 
were the members of the firm of the King 
Tye company. He had hud certain in- 
formation from Wong Sue Ohu. 

The question "What was that informa- 
tion" objected to by Mr. E. M. Johnson. 
Objection allowed. 

Witness (continuing)— I nsver contem- 
plated becoming a member of the firm of 
King Tye company. On one' occasion I 
remember going to tho B^ult of British 
Columbia with Cumyow. I told Mr 
Ward that Cumyow was going to be em 
ployed ns manager, but did not toll him 
ho was going to have a small interest in 
tho business; I had no intention of being 
interested and cannot sue how my name 
got into it; I never paid a portion of tho 
costs of tho lease. 

To Mr, E. M. Johnson — -Lung Lam, 
Tbo Kan, Wong Sue Clui sro partners in 
the business, though I am not quite sure. 
The latter is the resident partner. I have 
never known Cumyow to act as a part- 
ner in the firm. 

W. C. Ward, manager Bank of British 
Columbia, remembered last witness and 
Cumyow coming to the bank about the 
time of the establishment of the King 
Tye company. The visit was to inform 
him that Cumyow would have the manage- 
ment of the nff.iirs, and that Dong Tai, in 
oompany with several others, was estab- 
lishing the business. Cumyow might 
have been the proprietor for all he know. 
"I know from dozens of transactions that 
he carried on business of tho arm; 1 have 
never seen any other articles of partner- 
ship." 

Lung Lam, who was next called, stated 
tho names of the partners in the firm as 
being the same as those mentioned by 
Dong Tai, and that no one elso that he 
knew of had any interest therein. 

HiB Honor — That is a very satisfactory 
witness. 

Mr. Davie — He knows a lot, doesn't he) 
His Honor — What he says is to tho 
point. 

The evidence for the prosecution hav- 
ing been read over, tho magistrate asked 
Cumyow if ho had anything to say to tho 
charge. Prisoner, under advice of his 
counsel, replied nothing but what he "mid 
said at the last examination. 

His Honor — Tho impression on my 
mind is that Cumyow was manager, though 
I do not think it has been proved that he 
was a partner in tho business; but ho ovi 
dently had such powers that many intelli- 
gent gentlemen inferred that he had sumo 
such interest; still that is only an impres- 
sion. In this case he signed the name of 
the King Tye company, but did not at 
that time obtain any money, having given 
the note a long time previously. He 
seems to have signed the name in order to 
pacify those who wero pressing him for 
payment. Whether that can be construed 
into an intend to defraud is a matter that 
will be left to tho supremo court. It is a 
caso which it woujd be much bottor to 
have settled by a higher court, and thoro- 
foro I think the proper course would bo 
to bind Cumyow over in a small sum to 
appear at tho next assizes and answer to 
whatever may be brought against him. I 
fix the amount at §250 (which can be di- 
vided amongst tho three previous sureties), 
and himBolf in tho sum of £500. 

Mr. E- M. Johnson — I think your 
honor is treating this matter very lightly. 
Now, writing tho name of someone else 
pn a blank sheet of paper is forgery, and 
in this case 

His Honor — I wish you would sit down, 
Mr. Johnson. I du not think you are 
treating tho court with respect. I am 
sending this caso for trial and I do not 
think you have any right to make such 
observations. 

The necessary surety was furnished by 
Mr. Wood, Mr. Cowan and Lee Yung, 
and the court adjourned.

Theatre. 

ONE THOUSAND PERSONS IN 
ATTENDANCE. 

Brilliant Success of the 
"Pirates." 

Speeches of tin; President of tlie 
Couipsmy and Hie Mayor. 

Tho auspicious event, one that has been 
looked forward to with great anticipation, 
that of the opening of the new theatre by 
tho amateur company with Arthur Sulli-^ 
van's comic opera "Tho Pirates of Pon-' 
zance" camo off last evening. Hitherto 
lovers of the drama and opera hato had 
to witness the art in buildings inadequate 
and lacking; in almost every requirement 
necessary for the proper rendering of a 
play; but early laat evening the wealth, 
youth and beauty of Victoria began to 
rapidly assemblo at tho beautiful new 
theatre that we have previously fully de- 
scribed. 

Illuminated by the brilliant gaslights, 
the lovely appearance of tho theatre was 
enhanced and its many beauties of struc- 
ture and adornment inado more apparent. 
Every soat in the parquette and dress 
circlu, and many of the gallery seats had 
been secured early in the week. At eight 
o'clock a brilliant throng of ladies and 
gentlemen filled tho entire space.

HISTORICAL RECORD. 



The Uisc uu«a Fnll of Theatres 
in Viiitariia. 



From IH.Vt* to 3 885. 



Mr. Belgrave, agent for the Grace Haw- 
thorne company, has compiled en inter- 
esting history of theatrical ventures in 
this city sinco 2S58, which we take the 
liberty of transferring to these columns: 
It will bo found interesting at this time 
to indulge in an historical retrospect to 
the rise and fall of the various places ol 
dramatii; entertainment in this fair city 
during tho past twenty-seven years. The 
elegant structure which has risen on an 
eligiblo site in Mio heart of Victoria 
murks a now and important epoch in the 
hiatory of tho drama. Massive walls and 
beautiful and costly appointments point 
to tho abiding confidence which iln.se 
who huvo been instrumental in their 
erection entertain in llie future prosperity 
of "V ietoria, t he premier city of the British 
I'acilic. The contrast between this and 
every preceding effort (however laudable) 
to furnish to Victorians a handsome and 
costly; place of -amusement — one to which 
they might point m a spirit of pardonable 
prido, is ao marked that comparisons 
would indeed be odious, and we refrain 
from making the in. 

The first theatre that Victoria rejoiced 
in was located in llio tipper Hat of a large 
wooden building, called "Tho Star and 
Garter Hotel," which stood on theground 
now occupied by the .Masonic Mall on 
Government street. It seated about 200 
persons. In 1850 an old block house 
structure, Htill standing on Reid's wharf, 
built by the Hudson Bay company us a 
storehouse for salmo'i, wus converted into 
a ball room, and two or throe dramatic 
entertainments were afii-i wards given 
there by otlicern of II. M. fleet then sta - 
tioned at Eiquimalt. During the name 
year "The Colonial Theatre," aftowarda 
"Tho Lyceum," wus erected mi Govern- 
ment street, where lha Victoria House 
now stands. A hall in the Royal -Hotel, 
Wharf street, now Barle A Stem oiler's 
spico factory, was the next candidate for 
popular fan r Then came '"Moore's 
Hull," (tiinv "The Omineca") on Vales 
street; and "The Now Idea," in the base- 
ment of Liwrenee (I mfhinre's building at 
tho corner 'if Government and Johnson 
streets. About this time ihu palisades 
within which had been ejected the Hud- 
son Hay company's warehouses, tho gov- 
ernor's residence, and other early build- beat 
ings, were removed, and tho properly 
divided inti lots and sold. Sir M, B. 
Hegbie was u purchaser at t hia sale, hav- ] 
ing conceived the idu.i nf converting one 
uf tho lurge st ires into u theatre. That 
idea was afterwards carried into effect, 
and the converted building was for many 
years known as "Theatre Royal." It 
seated about 500 persons, and was long 
the prido aud admiration of the early 
townspeople. As years rolled along old 
at>e overtook it, aud it fell into a state of 
decreptitude that was painful tu behold. 
In October, 1882, the old building which 
in its day had echoed the deep tragic tones 
of Charles Kean, the gentle voice of Julia 
Dean Iiuyno, and iho "smirks and gri 
maces" of John Wood, rms demolished to 
make room for 2Vie Colonist building. 
Since the demolition of the Theatre Royal 
the devotees of Thus pis havo worshipped 
at her shrine in the Philhar- 
monic Hall. Creditable as that place 
Would have been a few years ago it was 
long felt that it did not keep pace wuh 
the requirements of the age or worthily 
represent tho important pusitiou which 
the city of Victoria ia about to take in 
the commerce of the world us the western 
terminus of the Canadian Pacific railway. 
But it was many months before the pro- 
ject for a new theatre took shape. Like 
all great schemes it needed to be agitated 
and discussed from every standpoint, the 
least of which, it should be aaid in justice 
to the gentlemen who subsequently atib- 
icribed to tho shares of tlit; company, was 
the consideration uf profit. A preliminary 
meeting vrna hold nt the Driaid House on 
the 9th August, 1884, Mr D. W. Uiggins 
in tho chair, and Mr. J. J Austin acting 
as secretary. It wus thou resolved t" or- 
ganize a theatre company, with a cipibil 
of $50,000, in shares of §500 each. On 
the 22nd September the first shareholders' 
meeting was held and the f illowing por—

The causes to which this deterioration 
of eye-sight has been utlribu'ed are al- 
leged to be cross-lights from opposite 
windows, light shining directly on tho 
face, ihsutr.cicnt light, small types, and 
to the position of tho desk, fo'rciug the 
scholar Lo bond oyer and bring the eyes 
loo close to the book or writing paper, 
etc. But, were all these defects remedied, 
the integrity of the eye would not bo 
restored nor its deterioration prevented. 
The chief causes of the evil would 
still remain. These are the color of the 
paper ami the ink. White paper and 
black ink are ruining the eyesight of all 
reading nations. The "rays of tho 
him," says Lord liacon, "are reflected 
by a white bedy, and are absorbed by a 
black one. " No one dissonts from this 
opinion; but despito these indications of 
nature and of philosophy, we print our 
books and write our letters indirect oppo- 
sition to 'he suggestions of optical scl 
eiice. 

"When wo read a hook priutcd in the ex- 
isting njodo, we do not see the letters, 
which being black are nou-rel'ectivo. The 
sha| es reach the retina, hut these are not 
received by a spontaneous, direct action 
of that organ. The wtiito surface of the 
paper is reflected, but the loiters are de- 
tected only by n discriminating effort of 
the optic norves. This etfort annoys the 
nerves, and, when long continued ex- 
hausts th ir susceptibility. The human i 
eye can not long sustain "the broad glare 
of thewhlte surface without injury. , The 
author of "Spanish Vistas" iu Harpers 
Magazine, snys of Cartagena that "blind 
peoplo seem to be numerous there, a fact 
which may bo owing to the excessive daz- 
zle o! the sunlight and the absence of 
verdure. " 3Ir. Sewurd, iu his tour 
around the world, observed that "in 
Egypt opthalniia is universal, " attribut- 
ing it to the same excessivo dazzle of the 
wide areas of white sand; and the British 
soldiers, iu the lute campaign in that 
country, exhibited symptoms of the sumo 
disease. 

In the Smithsonian report for 1877 it is 
stated in a paner on "Color Blindness, " 
that MI. Chevreul produced 14, 42U dis- 
tinguishable tints of Hie elementary col- 
ors, from \ hich the paper manufacturers 
could select colors more agreeable to the 
oyo than the dazzling white, weakening 
and lacerating to the nerves of that deli- 
cate organ "
